Geueral in Council observes that the Government 
of Bombay issued a Circular on the 27th June 
1856, declaring that nothing contained in the 
Uncovenanted Service Absentee Rules is intended 
to prevent Heads of Offices from grautiny casual 
Leave of Absence from Office, without deduction 
of Salary, to any Subordinate Officer who, without 
leaving his Station, may be compelled to remain 
at home from sickness, for a period not exceeding 
twenty days in the year, whether continuous or 
at intervals, that if such casual absence exceed 
twenty days, the Absentee should be subject to 
a deduction of one-fourth of his Salary for the 
period in excess of such twenty days, provided 
that the entire absence does not oxceed two 
months in the year, and that if such ubsence 
exceed two months in, the year, the Absentee 
should be considered as falling under the Uncove 
nanted Service Absentee Rules.

ing of the 16th Instant, Owing to the slow 
progress male by the heavy Guns, the Column did 
not reach this place till 11 A. m, About two miles 
before arriving here, we passed a small village on 
our tight, and soine of the Guide Cavalry, who 
were sent to reconnoitre, Brought back with them 
the Jemadar of tho village, who informed us that 
the Enemy, numbering 1000 Infantry and 2500 
Cavalry. with vight Guns, of which, howover, only 
five wer. mounted, were encamped to the left of the 
village of Narnool on the other side of a Nullah, 
and that they intended to come out to meet ua. 

‘The Jemadar came with us willingly to point 
ont their position, and brought. us to the edge of 
avery large plain with his on either side, und 
at the opposite end slightly wooded. 


Here we halted until the heavy Guns came up, 
when Colonel Gerrard formed “up the Column. 
The Carabinvers and Guides on the right, tien 
the 7th Punjaub Tufantey, Horse Artillery, Ist

After goiug about 100 yards, the Enemy opened 
fire from three Guns with round shot, gropo and 
shrapnel.

fall wpon me ag next Senior Ofticer present. 


I was then leading the Ist Fusiliers across the 
Naullah, and wo charged the Enemy’s Camp, follow- 
ed by the Punjaub Infantry, aud captured two 
more Gung, which were keeping upa heavy and 
destructive fire, 





Iwas afterwards obliged to withdraw the Furi- 
liens to support the Guns, which T now opened on 
the village. 


‘The Enemy returned in force, and ro-possessed 
themselves of the Guns nud Camp. and again opencd 
fro, I immediately sent two Companiesof the 
Ist Fusiliers, and two Uoinpanies of the Punjaub 
Infantry, and a party of the Carabineers and 
Guides to retake them. They suceveded in taking 
one; but the Enemy withdrew the other toa large 
pucks Serai, where they now took refuge. 


I ordered the Guide Infantry, under Lieutenant 
Ward, to advance gradually upon them, occupying 
the tops of the intermediate houses. with the 
heavy Gunsin their rear. The light Guns T order- 
ed round to the left of the Serai, where there was 
asingle door, the other one opening into the 
street being a strong double one, By the timo 
tho Guns had got round aud opened fire, the 
Guides had taken possession of a high hon. 
commanding the Serai, and compelled the Enemy 
to evacuate it. This being reported to me I Ore 
dered the Guus to ces firing, and the Fasitiers 
and 7th Punjaub Infanivy advanced iuto tha Serai, 
taking the Gun at the door, and killing the few of 
the Enemy that remained inside. 











The ground wo had advanced over during the 
day, was between two and three milos, and it was 
now late, 60 1 ordered the Fusiliers and Punjaub 
Infantry and Guide Infantry to occupy tho, Serai 
during the night, while Captain Stafford, with bis 
Force, bivouncked on the Enemy's eneamping 
ground. Barly the following moruiug I cleared the 
City. With a party of the Pasiliorg, and found it 
nearly deseyted. The thre: dismounted Guns we 
found i® their Camp, and L have ordered one —an 
atl worthless one—to be destroye!. The Enemy 
having fled in different directions, I was unable to 
follow them up. 


T should estiniate the loss of the Enemy at 350 
killed and wounded.
